NEWS IN BRIEF.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

In the senate, on the 8th, the morning hour 
was taken up with the consideration and pas- 
:age of bills on the calendar. At 1 o'clock the 
body proceeded to the hall of the house of 
representatives to take part in the counting of 
the votes of presidential electors, after which 
the automatic coupler bill was taken up...... 
Iu the house the counting of the electoral votes 
tvas the event of the day, and the election of 
Grover Cleveland, as president, and Adlai E. 
Stevenson, as vice-president, was duly an- 
nounced. The legislative appropriation bill 
consumed the remainder of the day, but no re- 
sult was reached. 

In the senate, on the 9th, the whole session 
after the morning hour was devoted toa dis- 
cussion of the railroad automatic car coupler 
bill, without formal action being reached . . 
In the house, immediately after the reading 
and approval of the journal, Mr. Catchings 
called up the resolution of the committee on 
rules setting apart this legislative day and, if 
necessary, the next for the consideration of the 
bill repealing the Sherman atlver act, and the 
day was accordingly devoted to that measure. 

In the senate, on the 10th, discussion of the 
automatic car coupler bill was continued toa 
close, but just as a vote was to be taken it was 
proposed that it be postponed one day until a 
new print of the bill as amended, could be had, 
which was agreed to...... In the house the pen- 
sion appropriation bill, carrying more than 
$166,000,000, was discussed in a listless manner 
that failed to arouse interest among the mem- 
bers. An evening session held to consider 
private pension bills was wasted in filibuster- 
ing. 

In the senate, on the Ilth, the substitute for 
the houss automatic coupler bill was passed. 
The only other important piece of legislation 
was the agreeing to the conference report on 
the fortifications bill and making the Nicaragua 
canal bill unfinished business...... In the house 
the day was without result. Tho attempt of 
the democrats to limit the time for debate on 
the pension appropriation bill was firmly re- 
sisted by the republicaus, and the strong 
minority came out victorious. The result was 
that without termination of general debate the 
house adjourne.. 

In the senate, on the J3th, at the expiration 
of the morning hour, senate bill to amend the 
act of February 2), 1889, to incorporate the 
Maritime Canal Co. of Nicaragua, was taken 
up, and Mr. Frye addressed the s2nate in ad- 





vocacy of the bill. followed by Mr. Morgan, 
also in favor of the bill ..... In the house the 
conference report on the fortifications appro- 
priation bill was submitted and agreed to. 
The day was then given up to District of Co- 
lumbia bills, a number of which, incluiing one

PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

THE divorced wife of United States 
Cireuit Judge C. G. Foster is said to be 
slowly dying in the Atchison (Kas.) 
poorhouse. She was once a brilliant 
wGman, but drugs and drink ruined 
her life, and the judge sought a divorce 
and abandoned her. 

ON the llth the members of the Ha- 
Waiian annexation commission were 
given a special reception by the presi- 
dent in the Blue room. 

Cor. C. C. Orr died at Sioux City, Ia., 
on the 12th, aged 73 years. He had 
lived there since 1857, and by many 
was considered the wealthiest man in 
Iowa. Besides immense holdings of 
mortgages and Sioux City real estate he 
owned 50,000 acres of improved farm 
lands in Iowa, Nebraska, South Dakota 
and Kentucky. 

Dr. NORVIN GREEN, president of the 
Western Union Telegraph Co., died at 
his home in Louisville, Ky., on the 
12th, after a short illness. 

On the 13th the nomination of Judge 
Jackson, of ‘Tennessee, to be associate 
justice of the supreme court of the 
United States, was favorably reported 
by the senate judiciary committee in 
executive session. Objection was made 
and under the rules the nomination 
went over. 
THE sundry civil appropriations bill 
will carry additional appropriations for 
the World’s fair aggregating over §$1,- 
000,000. 

PRESIDENT HARRISON has approved 
the act authorizing the loan for exhi- 
bition at the World’s fair of the pic- 
ture entitled ‘“‘The Recall of Colum- 
bus.” 

On the night of the 12th Mrs. Mary 
E. Nash, widow of the late President 
Nash of Des Moines (Ia.) college, died 
from the effects of injuries sustained by 
a fall in a neighbor’s yard four hours 
before. 

At Augusta, Me., on the 15th, the 
will of the late James G. Biaine was 
filed for probate. It was executed in 
Washington, January 7, 1893, and gives 
practically the entire estate to Mrs. 
Blaine in fee simple. Mr. Blaine’s chil- 
dren are bequeathed $50 apiece and 
each of his grandchildren $25. Mrs 
Blaine is named as executrix, and is 
not required to give any security. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 
A GASOLINE stove exploded in the 
dyeing and scouring establishment of 
Edward Whitehouse, 415 Forty-fifth 
street, Pittsburgh, Pa., on the 9th, and 
the building and contents were de- 
stroyed, and Whitehouse and his daugh- 
ter Emma fatally burned, 
Tue sloop Cornelius, thirty feet long, 
which left Cadboro bay, British Colum- 
bia, early in December with forty-five 
Chinese on board destined for Califor- 
nia, had not been heard from up to the 
10th, and it was feared that, together 
with her living freight, she was lost in 
the succession of severe gales which 
occurred shortly after she left Cadboro 
bay. 
On the 9th fire destroyed a saloon 
near the Philadelphia smelting works 
in Bessemer, a suburb of Pueblo, Col. 
John Grogan, the proprietor of the 
saloon, and John Morrissey were burned 
to death. 
Nou.p and Bauer, anarchists, charged 
with being accessories, before the fact, 
in the shooting of H. C. Frick, in Pitts- 
burgh, during the great strike at Home- 
stead, Pa., were, on the 11th, found 
guilty, as indicted, 





On the 11th Sheriff Gould of New Cas- 
tle county, Del., whipped a number of 
prisoners in the jail yard at New Cas- 
tle, for larceny. One, for high rob- 
bery, stood one hour in the pillory and 
received forty lashes; and another, for 
attempted wife murder, stood one hour 
in the pillory and received three years 
in jail. 

A MAN was making his way te the 
Humbold’t mine on Mount Sniffles, near 
Ouray, Col., on the 11th, and when with- 
in a few hundred feet of the mine a 
snow-slide caught and hurled hintover 
a cliff 500 fect down and that was the 
last seen of him. His body will preba- 
bly not be recovered before spring, and 
it is not known who he was. 5 

JOHN STROHL, aged 79 years, a pioneer 
resident of Elkhart, Ind., committed 
suicide, on the 12th, by cutting his 
throat with a razor. I)]-health and the 
recent death of his wife are supposed 
to have unsettled his mind. 

An old man frozen to death was 
found lying alongside the Milwaukee 
track above Guttenberg, Ia., on the 
11th. He was a stranger who had been 
refused shelter at a farmhouse near by. 

A SLIDE occurred in the wall of rock 
in one of the tunnels of the Orient 
mines of the Colorado Fuel & Iron Co, 
at Villa Grove, Col., on the 12th, and 
six men were killed and six injured. 

At 4 o'clock on the morning of the 
138th Wm. Brooks, a milkman, was 
fatally wounded and robbed by high- 
waymen in the central part of the city 
of Cleveland, O. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

‘lHE successful result of the recent 
tests of the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius 
may result in the addition of another 
vessel of the same class to the navy. 
It is claimed that the experiments with 
the Vesuvius will enable the navy de- 
partment to greaty improve on the new 
vessel should she be built. 

THE supreme court of Peru has de- 
cided that the appropriation providing 
for the expenses of an exhibit at Chica- 
go'was illegally made. This will make 
a Peruvian exuibit at the World's fair 
impossible. 

At Cleveland, O., on the 13th, suit was 
filed in the common pleas court by Dr. 
S. Morgan Sales against the Cleveland 
Driving Park association for $110,000 
damages, for the expulsion of the horse 
Temple Bar, together with his owner 
and driver, for alleged crooked racing 
on the Cleveland track in 191. Dr. Sales 
denounces the expulsion as unjust, and 
bases his claim for damages on the 
ground that he has been unable to speed 
the horse to reduce record or earn money 
with him. 

THE city of New York brought suit, 
several years ago to compel the Man- 
hattan Elevated Railroad Co. to pay to 
the city 5 per cent. of its net earnings. 
The case has since been bitterly con- 
tested, but on the 12th Justice Ingra- 
ham decided that the company must 
pay the 5 per cent. of net earnings for 
the ten years from 1880 to 1890. The 
city authorities will now press the col- 
lection of the money due. 


CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 








CHARLEY PRATT, a 14-year-old boy, 
was horribly chewed by a bulldog at 
Little Rock, Ark., on the 14th. The 
animal felled him to the ground and 
was virtually devouring him when 
several men rushed to his rescue and 
relieved him from his perilous position. 

Ronpert STEVENS, aged 73 years, was 
found dead in his chair at Birmingham, 
Ala., on the 14th. He was one of the 
old landmarks and amassed a fortune, 


the care and support of a mother and 
sister on him. 

Tur Island of Samothea, in the 
Aegean Sea, was shaken by an earth- 
quake on the 14th. All the buildings 
on the island were destroyed. Many 
lives were lost. 

Great excitement prevails at Brink- 
ley, Ark., over the discovery of natural 
gas two and a half miles east of town. 

A GENERAL snow-storm prevailed in 
Western Texas and Northern and South- 
ern Mexico on the 14th. 

-A sEARCH for hidden treasure has 
been authorized by the Mexican govern- 
ment. Exploration is being conducted 
under the supervision of an officer ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of the Treasury 
for $400,000 in the building formerly 
occupied by the Convent of the Concep- 
tion. The money is said to have been 
buried in the old convent more than @ 
century ago. 

In the past two years the Wabash 
Railway Company has lost $200,000 worth 
of freight by systematic fraud. 

Tue Alabama Legislature has refused 
to pass a bill providing for a secret bal- 
lot in future elections, and the indica- 
tions are that no changes will be made 
in the present election laws of the State.

AGAINST ANNEXATION. 


Ex? Sinister Merrill and His Objections to 

Annexation of Hawali—He Believes Such 

a Possession Would be a Source of 

Weakness Rather than Strength to the 

United States. 

SAN FrAncisco, Feb. 14.—In the next 
number of the Californian Illustrated 
Magazine, ex-Minister George W. Mer- 
ri], now of Los Angeles, has an article 
on “The Annexation of Hawaii,” 
which puts in very vigorous style the 
chief objections to annexation by the 
United States. 

Mr. Merrill traces the efforts of the 
annexationists back for fifty years, as- 
serting that the scheme has always 
been agitated by American speculators 
interested in the islands, and has been 
considered unfavorably successively by 
Secretaries Webster, Everett and Marcy. 
The danger of interference in the af- 
fairs of Hawaii by any European gov- 
ernment is so remote, Mr. Merrill 
says, that annexation can not be justi- 
fied on that ground. The American 
population is but 2,000 in a total of 
about 90,000, made up largely of Chi- 
nese, Portuguese, Japanese and na- 
tives. He believes such a possession 
would be a source of weakness in case 
of a foreign war; would be no protec- 
tion to our Pacific coast, and would be 
hard to defend. He calls attention to 
the contract labor laws which the gov- 
ernment would be compeled to enforce 
and concludes: 

“To anyone acquainted with the 
climatic influences, the simplicity and 
wants of the native race, the aggres- 
siveness of the Asiatic, the require- 
ments of the staple industries and the 
peculiar labor conditions of the coun- 
try, it must be apparent that the 
autonomy of Hawaii is far better 
adapted to the wants of its people 
than any other condition. While, on 
the other hand, so long as the United 
States maintain their present attitude 
—embracing that group within the 
Monroe doctrine—and keep an eye of 
the eagle poised in the direction of 
Hawaii, the harbor privileges, naval 
station and cable will accomplish for 
us all that is desirable, without inflict- 
ing any injury ona friendly neighbor, 
or violating the interests of the Ameri- 
can people, or shocking the principles 
of our government.” 


TO ANNEX HAWAII. 


President Harrison Said to be Preparing 
His Message to Congress in Favor of 
the Annexation of the Hawaiian Islands 
to the United States. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The annexae 
tion of Hawaii has been decided on. 
President Harrison has fully made up 
his mind as to the proper course for 
him to pursue. In fact, he has al- 
ready given the annexation commis- 
sioners assurances entirely satisfactory 
to them—of the course to be adopted by 
the present adrinistration. The presi- 
dent has no intention of leaving 
this matter for the next admin- 








istration to settle. His message 
to congress, now under _ prepa- 
ration, will be completed prob- 


ably to-morrow and by Wednesday 
will before both house and senate. 
President Harrison is devoting much 
consideration to this message, intend- 
ing to make it the strongest state paper 
of his term and a fitting close to the 
administration he has given the coun- 


try. 


NO COMPROMISE. 


The Democrats Wholly ,Responsibie in 
the Silver Matter. 

Senator Sherman has taken away the 
iast slender hope of the democrats in 
the senate and elsewhere of shifting 
upon his shoulders and upon the repub- 
licaus as a party in congress the re- 
sponsibility for non-action or delay in 
the matter of repealing the silver pur- 
chase. For some time previously there 
had been an evident effort in progress 
to make Senator Sherman, as chair- 
man of the senate finance committee, 
responsible for the failure of the 
senate to move actively for repeal. 
The senator’s action silences com- 
plaints on that score. Senator Car- 
lisle, who is expected to be secretary 
of the treasury under Mr. Cleveland, 
has lately made some remarks intended 
as a sort of reply to Senator Sher- 
man’s statement that the silver danger 
would be promptly removed if as many 
as ten democratic senators could be 
founc to vote for repeal. He seems 
willing to give the impression that a 
larger number of democrats will re- 
spect Mr. Cleveland’s alleged request 
for some action. Yet close examina- 
tion of his statements fails to show 
that he has ventured distinctly to con- 
trovert the deciaration of Mr. Sher- 
man. For when he speaks with conti- 
dence of a larger vote it is not for a 
simple repeal, but for some ‘‘conserva- 
tive measure” which may be found sat- 
isfactory to democratic senators. 

It is only too well known what these 
senators have considered a conservative 
measure. Almost unanimously they 
voted for unlimited coinage of silver, 
and doubtless believed they were 
quite conservative in so doing. With 
Mr. Bland in the house, they may be 
willing to vote for a repeal of the pur- 
chase act if silver coinage at the rate 
of four million dollars per month is 
substituted. But this is not what the 
American delegates at the Brussels 
conference warned European powers 
toexpect. Neither is it what the busi- 
ness world, without distinction of 
party, earnestly desires. Rarely have 
business men been so nearly unani- 
mous in any matter as they now are 
in urging the straight-forward and un- 
conditional repeal of the silver pur- 
chase provision. They feel that, in the 
language of Mr. Carlisle himselt not 
many days ago, tbis country has all the 
silver it can stand at present, and that 
the time has come to make foreign 
powers understand the determination 
of the United States not to carry their 
burdens and difficulties for them any 
longer, nor to shelter them any longer 
from the consequences of silver de- 
monetization. 

Mr. Carlisle expresses the belief that 
a considerabie change has occurred in 
the minds of many democratic sena- 
tors, and it would be strange indeed if 
some of them were not influenced by 
the same considerations which operate 
so powerfully with business men of all 
parties. But there is avery direct way 
to test the matter. Let republican 
senators insist upon a direct vote, as 
early as possible, upon the bill just re- 
ported to repeal the silver purchase 
clause of the Sherman act, without 
any compromising provision for coin- 
age. If Mr. Sherman is right, few of 
the republican senators are unwilling, 
in the present emergency, to support 
such a bill as the one reported by him. 
The test should be made without delay, 
and if Senator Carlisle is also right in 
his judgment of his associates, the busi- 





fness world will have reason to thank 


this congress for a wise and really con- 
servative measure which may prove of 
great importance. 

No conceivable partisan advantage 
can be gained by refusing or neglect- 
ing to do what practical business men of 
all parties consider essential to the safe- 
ty of industries and commerce, and to 
the prosperity of the country. Semators 
who believe with Mr. Sherman that 
the repeal is needful, and that grave 
dangers may be involved by deferring 
it another year, will surely be unable 
to satisfy their constituents or their 
own consciences, if they seek to ‘‘pus 
the democrats into a hole” by exposing 
the country to risk or evil. The grand 
record of the republican party has 
been made by honest and fearless dis- 
charge of duty, in full faith that the 
people will in the end do justice to 
those who serve them faithfully. It is 
much too late for republican statesmen 
to be swayed by the notion that parti- 
san advantage can be gained by refus- 
ing or neglecting any duty. When the 
silver purchase law was framed it was 
abundantly justified as the only com- 
promise then possible by which the 
dangers of continued coinage could be 
averted. It offered a test of the abili- 
ty of the United States alone to con- 
trol the silver markets of the world. 
The test has been made, and it is now 
plain that safety lies only in compells 
ing other nations to take their share of 
the task.—N. Y. Tribune. 


BLAINE AND THE SOUTH. 


Glowing Tributes to the Departed States- 
man. 

The death of Blaine brings tributes 
from even his enemies, all save those 
ruled by personal hate instead of polit- 
ical difference. Not even those who 
were once called blind followers of the 
Plumed Knight can now speak more 
eloquently of this man’s worth to the 
country than do many of those whoa 
‘few years ago regarded him as their bit- 
terest enemy. Asa rule the southern 
press sounds the praises of Blaine as 
they would had he been a product of 
their own sunny clime. His magnetism 
was such that it compelled their ad- 
miration. 








The San Antonio (Tex.) Express calls 


him the typical American, and de- 
scribes him as 


“A man upon whose rugged face fear was 
afraid to look; whose heart was big enough to 
gather within its gates everything animate and 
inanimate upon which falls the shadow of our 
flag; who loved his country with an affection 
amounting to idolatry and guarded her honor as 
his own: who was a party man without becom- 
ing a bitter, purblind politician—a politician 
without prostituting his patriotism; whose 
mind was as deep as Webster's, active as Cal- 
houn's, and broader than both combined— 
such a@ man, oh! sons of America, are ye called 
upoa to mourn.”’ 

The Birmingham (Ala.) Age-Herald 
says no man of the north has wrung 
tribute from unwillingness as did 
Blaine, and adds: 

“The foremost American of his generation is 
dead. * * * Strange, marvelous strange, 
how the south had come to feel toward Blaine; 
and above all the deep and wide devotion of 
the masses of his own party, this southern 
sentiment that gathered round him in his last 
years is the brightest jewel he ever wore. It 
was tribute literally wrung from unwillingness, 
and bestowed on no other of our ancient ene- 
mies, living or dead, save Lincoln." 

The Atlanta Constitution criticises 
many of his acts as a statesman, but 
admits that he was the idol and the 
representative of the people. 

“Yet tbe. people—we might almost say the 
people without regara to party—instinctively 
knew that Mr. Biaine, at his best, was a repre- 
sentative American—a man evidently in love 
with the whole country and its institutions ” 

The Chattanooga (Tenn.) News 
acknowledges that his death was a loss 
to the whole country: 

“But our great statesman has becn taken 
from us, and there is not an American to-day 
who does not feel that the country has sus- 
tained an almost irreparable loss " 

The most bitter of partisan papers, 
the New Orleans States, which was 
never known to find apy good in the 
north, is compelled to admit that 
Blaine was the most magnetic man of 
his day, and it says: 

“Mr. Blaine was undoubtedly the most mag- 
netic man of his day. His generous impulses 
and grace of manner made him magnetic, but 
his greatness as a statesman had serious limi- 
tations, and it is too soon now to say exactly 
where his place in history will be.”’ 

The Florida Times-Union says of him: 

“Blaine was a thorough partisan, perhaps an 
extreme partisan, but he would have been an 
able man in almost any walk of life, if fate had 
not made him a politician. He will certainly 
rank among the great Americans.” 

New Orleans Picayune admits his 


greatness: 

“Few public menof his day have made more 
impression upon public affairs of his country, 
and none of his associates and compeers in 
political life will be remembered longer." 

The Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle says: 

“The country has produced profounder men 
and statesmen of loftier mold, but it would be 
hard to select, perhaps, from the men who have 
figured in the past few decades, one who in so 
many phases of bis character ably illustrated 
the American politician and statesman.” 

The Columbus (Ga.) Enquirer-Sun 
says: 

“The whole nation, north and south, will 
mingle tears of sorrow over his grave, and will 
in common hold him in memory as one of the 
greatest of Americans.”’ 

The Savannah (Ga.) News adds: 

“Although a strong partisun he had many ad- 
mirers and friends among democrats. In the 
south, notwithstanding his rrominence in his 
party, he was held in higher esteem than any 
other of the republican leaders.” 


These tributes to Blaine from the 
southern papers are but illustrations 
that all brave men love courage, even 
when it is against them. It is only the 
coward that hates greatness, and the 
only attacks now found on the dead 
statesman are from those papers which 
slandered him in life.—Chicago Inter 
Ocean.

Sparta, Ga., Feb. 17.—Mr. J. T. Ri- 
ley, treasurer of Hancock county, is 
missing, and his books are in sucha 
confused condition that the best experts 
of the grand jury. who have been in 
session for two weeks past, are com- 
pletely baffled. Rumor places his short- 
age at from $800 to $15,000. 

The grand jury in its general present- 
ments express its inability to unravel 
the matter, and recommend that it be 
placed in the hands of an expert ac- 
countant to be solved. Mr. Riley was 
also mayor of Sparta and was regarded 
as an efficient officer in both positions. 

Just why Mr. Riley departed, and 
whither he has gone, no trace can be 
had, but itis believed that he is yet in 
Hancock county, near Devereau, a sta- 
tion on the Macon and Camak railroud, 
about eight miles froin Sparta.

The Senate Now Has the Hawaiian 
Treaty in Hand. 








THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 





Saysit Is Essential That This Govern- 
‘Yn nt Sioald Have Contro! Over 
Tuese Islands for Our Good 
andthe World's Peacsa 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The treaty o1 
annexation concluded between Secreta- 
ry of State Foster and the commission- 
ers of the provisional government of 
Hawaii has been transmitted to the sen- 
ate but not yet made public. 


The message of the president was 
brief. It states that it was deemed 


more desirable to fully annex the isl- 
ands than to establish a protectorate. 
The president says the overthrow of the 
monarchy. was not in any way promoted 
by this government; that the restoration 
of Lillioukalani is undesirable if not 
impossible, and that unless actively sup- 
ported by the United States, would be 
accompanied by serious disaster and dis- 
organization of all business interests. 

He says: It is essential that none of the 
other great powers shall secure these isl- 
ands. Such possession would not consist 
with our safety and with the peace of the 
world. Prompt action upon this treaty is 
very desirable. If it meets the approval of 
the senate, peace and good order will be 
secured to the islands unde®existing laws 
until such time as congress can provide 
by legisiation a permanent form of gov- 
ernment forthe islands. This legislation 
should be, and I do not doubt will be, not 
only just to the natives of the islands, but 
should be characterized by great liberal- 
ity and high regird to the rights of ail 
people and of all the foreiguers domicil d 
there. 

In a letter to the president laying the 
treaty before him, Secretary of State 
Foster recapitulates the history of re- 
cent events in the islands leading up to 
the revolution, the establishment of a 
provisional government, the appearance 
of the commissioners in Washington, 
the negotiations that have taken place 
resulting in the preparation of the trea- 
ty, and the establishment of a protec- 
torate by Stevens. 

The treaty itself provides for the ces- 
sion of all rights of sovereignty over the 
islands, all public buildings and proper- 
ty to the United States. Revenue from 
public lands, except such as are reserv- 
ed for governinent purposes to be used 
solely for the benefit of the people of 
the island. Until congress provides 
otherwise, the existing government and 
laws of the Hawaiian islands are con- 
tinued, subject to the paramount an- 
thority of the United States. A resi- 
dent commissioner is to be appointed 
who shall have power to yeto any of the 
acts of the said government. Until 
congress enacts necessary legislation, 
the existing commercial relations of the 
Hawaiian islands between the United 
States and foreign governments shall 
continue. 

Further immigration of Cuinese into 
the islands is prohibited and the Chi- 
nese now in the islands shall not be per- 
mitted to coine into the present terri- 
tory of the United States. The public 
debt of the islands is assumed by the 
United States to the extent of $3,250,- 
000. The United States agree to pay 
Queen Lilioukalani $20,000 a year dur- 
ing her life, and to Princess Kaioulani 
$15,000. Provision is made for the ex- 
change of ratifications of the treaty at 
Honolulu as soon as possible, on the 
part of the United States by the resi- 
dent commissioner provided for in the 
treaty. 

Under the provisions of the treaty 
sugar producers of Hawaii will not par- 
ticipate in the bounty provided by the 
McKinley law unless congress should 
extend it to the island, 

With the message and treaty is the 
correspondence upon the subject be- 
tween the two governments, the tables 
giving full d»tails as to arear of terri- 
tory propose’ to be annexed, the public 
debt, public iands, annual allowance to 
and revenue of the late royal household, 
and statistics as to the population, reve- 
nnes, conimerce and other economic 
matters reliiive to the island, altogether 
in bulk of several hundred pages, 

Secretary Foster confirms the presi- 
dent’s statement that the revolution was 
entirely unexpected, so far as this gov- 
ernment was concerned. 

‘‘At no time,” he says, ‘had Mr. Ste- 
vens been instructed with regard to his 
course in the event of a revolutionary 
uprising. * * * The change was in 
fact abrupt and unlooked for by the 
United States minister or naval com- 
munder.”’

Annexationists Meanwhile are Getting 
in Their Work in Effective Shape. 
GRAND IsLanp, Neb., Feb. 14.—The 

Overland Flyer, which left San Fran- 

cisch Friday at 5 p. m., and was sup- 

d to have Paul Neumann, Queen 

Liliuokalani’s plenipotentiary, on 
board, was five hours late when it 
pulled into North Platte yesterday. 
The plenipotentiary was not on board. 
He had been detained by old friends in 
San Francisco and he and the 
Hawaiian prince who accompanied 
him will come later. Charles M. 
Cooke, however, who is the supple 
mentary annexationist commissioner 
from the island, was on the train. Mr. 
Cooke brings the supplementary dis- 
patches sent to the commissioners after 
Minister Stevens and Capt. Wiltze of 
the Boston hoisted the American flag 
on the palace. He also brings a pile of 
documents and petitions favoring an- 
nexation. Mr. Cooke isa lumber mer- 
chant in Honolulu, and claims that he 
and his associates are actuated by no 
other motive than a desire to secure & 
good and stable goverument. 

“I particularly want to re pudiate the 
theory that some American papers are 
clinging to, that this is a Claus Spreck- 
elsscheme. While the movement was 
pending to bring the queen toa sense 
of her duty as to the taxpayers, the lat- 
ter strove in vain to get word of en- 
couragement from the Havaiian Com- 
mercial Co.’s agents in Honolulu. The 
men who control the company’s biggest 
plant at once refused to utter a word. 
Their excuse was that Mr. Spreckels 
had not been heard from, and they did 
not know what his wishes were.” 

Among the reasons for desiring an- 
nexation Mr. Cooke mentions relief 
from exorbitant taxation as one of the 
chief ones. It costs nearly $100,000 a 
year to maintain royalty, and there 
are but 50,000 taxpayers on the islands.

8. I give and bsqueath to my grandchildren, 
Emmons Blaine, Blaine Coppinger and Corwin 
Coppinger, to each the sum of $25. 

4. All the rest and residue of my property, 
real, personal or mixed, wherssoever situated, 
which I now own or may hereafter acquire, and 
of which I shall die seize1 or possessed, I give, 
devise and bequeath absolutely and in fee-sim- 
ple to my wife, Harriet 8S. Blaine, her heirs and 
assigns forever. 

I name, constitute and appoint my said wife, 
Harriet 8. Blaine, executrix of my last willand 
testament, and I request that my executrix be 
not require. to give bond for the performance 
of her duty as such. 

Witness my hand this seventh day of Jan- 
uary, A. D. 1893.

A MILLERS’ TRUST. 





An Organization to Control the Price of 
Flour Formed. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 14.—In re- 
gard to the alleged millers’ trust, a re- 
porter yesterday learned from a gen- 
tleman who claims to have personal 
knowledge that for more than three 
months the leading spring wheat 
millers in the belt bounded by Buffalo, 
St. Louis and Minneapolis have been 
trying to form an organization looking 
to the control of the price of flour. 
The scheme is said to have originated 
with Mr. Hubbard, of Mankato, Minn., 
and all the meetings have been held in 
Chicago. Most of the spring wheat 
millers in Buffalo, Chicago, St. Louis 
Milwaukee, Minneapolis and tributary 
points have finally gone into the or- 
ganization, which is now under full 
headway, with all the necessary offi- 
cers and committees. 

The story as outlined above comes 
from a good authority, but it is denied 
in part by an authority equally good. 
The millers of Minneapolis, or several 
of them, who were seen yesterday 
do not deny that there is on foota 
movement looking to the formation of 
an association of all prominent millers 
in the spring wheat belt, but they do 
deny that the organization will have 
anything todo with controlling prices, 
A minimum price may be agreed upon 
but no maximum. 

“We are simply branching a little, 
that is all,” is the way one miller ex- 
pressed it yesterday, and he added: 
“We would be foolish to attempt to 
control or regulate prices, but what we 
want to do is to have our prices open 
so that every miller in the association 
may know what every other miller is 
getting for his goods. In this way we 
will unite against the buyer who is re- 
sponsible for many of the cuts in prices 
by his misrepresentations. We will do 
nothing in the way of fixing prices, for 
it would not be possible even if it were 
desirable.” 





Abraham Lincoln’s Birthday in Chicago. 

Cuicaeo, Feb. 14.—Abraham Lin- 
coln’s birthday was observed in Chicago 
yesterday by exercises in the public 
schools and closing of the board of 
trade. 

Last night the Marquette club gave 
an elaborate banquet which was at- 
tented by a great many eminent Chica- 
goans. 

At the Auditorium last night the 
largest celebration of the anniversary 
oeeurred. Theodore Thomas’ orchestra 
gave a concert of patriotic airs and 
Luther Laflin Mills gave an oration on 
the “Martyr President.”
